ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


FELLOW CITIZENS: 

It becomes my duty, as school committee, to report to you 
the condition of schools under my supervision, and also to 
make such suggestions in relation to their management and 
requirements as circumstances may demand. 

We have had twelve terms of school, taught by thirteen 
different teachers, amounting, in the aggregate, to 135 weeks, 
being 24 weeks in excess of last year. This increase is due, 
in part, to a larger appropriation by the town, and also to the 
fact that teachers, as well as other classes, have felt the pres- 
sure of ‘* hard times,” and have been hired for less wages than 
in years past. 

With one exception, the teachers have been very faithful 
and thorough in their instruction, and have given general 
satisfaction to all concerned, and the improvement made has 
been fully up to the standard of former years. 


SPECIAL REPORT. 


District No. 1.—The summer term, of 12 weeks, was 
taught by Miss Helen M. Putney of Boscawen. ‘This was her 
eighth term in this district, which is sufficient evidence that 
her services are appreciated by the district. 

The winter term, of 14 weeks, is still in session, under the 
instruction of Mr. John M. French of Cambridge, Vt. Mr. 
French has had considerable experience as a teacher, and un- 
derstands how to govern, as well as to instruct, a school. He 
is a graduate of the State Normal School. Several graduates 
of that school have taught in this town‘and vicinity during-the 
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past four years, and all of theln have proved to be first-class 
teachers. 


District No. 2.—The summer term, of 9 weeks, was 
taught by Miss Nettie M. Morrison of Salisbury. 
The winter term, of 10 weeks, was taught by Miss Fannie 
E. Sawyer of Salisbury. 
This district was very fortunate in securing two such good 
teachers. They gave excellent satisfaction, and the children 
made great progress in their studies. 


District No. 3.—The summer term, of 12 weeks, was 
taught by Miss Sarah E. Coffin of this town. Miss Coffin 
succeeded admirably in gaining the respect of the children, 
and getting them interested in their studies. The result was 
a first-class school. 

The winter term was commenced by Mr. C. E. Little of 
Webster; but at the Close of the fifth week, your committee 
found that his services were not profitable to the district, and 
he was accordingly dismissed. After a vacation of two 
weeks, Mr. A. F. Burbank of Webster was employed to fin- 
ish the term of 12 weeks. Mr. B. was well qualified for the 
school, and is giving good satisfaction to all. concerned. The 
school is still in session. 


District No. 4.—Miss Isabel Seavey of this town taught 
the'summer term, of 9 weeks, and Miss Julia F. Wood of this 
town taught the winter term, of 16 weeks. 

Both teachers were thorough and practical in their instruc- 
tion, and the improvement made by the pupils was very satis- 
factory to the district. 


Districr No. 5.—The summer term, of 6 weeks, was 
taught by Miss Alma J. Morse of Fisherville. This teacher 
was well qualified, but there was a little ‘‘ unpleasantness” 
between the teacher and some of the parents at the commence- 
ment of the term, which had a tendency to disturb the school. 
If she had received the support of a@/Z the parents, as she 
should, her success would have been better. As it was, the 
school was far from being a failure. 
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The fall term, of 15 weeks, was taught by Miss Minnie A. 
Morse of Boscawen. This teacher was liked very much, and 
the term was one of profit to the district. 


District No. 6.—Miss C. J. Blake of Concord taught the 
summer term, of 9 weeks. More than half of the pupils were 
from 4 to 8 years old. It required a great deal of patience on the 
part of the teacher to manage them. They did get uneasy 
and restless, and no doubt made some noise, but nevertheless, 
she kept an excellent school, and the children made good 
progress in their studies. 

The winter term, of 11 weeks, was taught by Mr. John 
Pickard of Canterbury. This teacher worked hard and faith- 
fully for the good of the school, and none of those who at- 
tended for the purpose of learning, have reason to complain 
of the result. 

The school-house in No. 6 is very much in need of two me- 
dium-sized blackboards, to take the place of the blackened 
wall now in use. 


A good globe, to illustrate the study of geography, anda 
copy of Webster’s Unabridged Dictionary, as a book of refer- 
ence, are as essential in the school-room as a blackboard. 
Within the last fifteen years, over 30,000 copies of Webster’s 
Dictionaries have been placed in as many public schools in the 
United States, either by state enactment or town or district 
taxation. It would cost about $90 to put a good globe anda 
dictionary in every school-room in town. The benefits to be 
derived from such an appropriation would be very great. 

About twenty years ago, Mr. Alfred Little, of this town, 
generously presented most of the districts in town with a copy 
of the largest of Webster’s Dictionaries then published; but 
the school-rooms were not provided with a secure case in 
which they could be locked up when not in actual use, and 
one after another of them were either stolen or destroyed, 
until they are all gone. 

It is the duty of the citizens of this town to see that the 
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schools are provided with maps, globes, books of reference, 


&c., according to their requirements.

Warren Abbott; the winter term by Mr. Charles M. Emery. 

The primary department has been, through the year, in 
charge of Miss Ella F. Stone, who has now completed her 
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twentieth successive term in the same school,—a fact which 
speaks more eloquently than words can in her favor.
